Obje&. The Pariſh-Churches in Eng- 
land were Antichriftian, if not in theic 
firft Inflicution, yet at leaft for theſe 

many hundred yeares ; and were never 
ſince unchurched, nor new moulded 
out of their Anchriſtian Apoſtacy. 
. Anlw. 1. The Goſpel of Chriſt was 
preach*d and receiv:d in England ten 
yeares before ir was i: Rome ( as may 
appeare by Gildas, ad may be inferred 
from Baronius alſo, 4nnal. Anno Chrifti 
35.5, & 45. 1. ) and that. by the Mini- 

| try of Ar oftics and Ap: folick men, 
who d-ubclefle did at firft infticute 
Churches,not after the Pattern of Rome 
( which then was not a Church ) but 
according to the Patterne of the Apo- 
files. 

2, Neither were they unchurched by 
the Anctichriſtian Apoſtacy which aſter- 

| wards 
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wards grew upon them ( as a Leprofie) 
but were onely corrupted and pollu- 
red, even in many fundamencalls, both 
in Do&rine, Worſhip, & Governmenr, 
which made them like unto the Iſrae- 
lites under che Apoſtacy ot Fexabel, the 
generallity being carryed away by the 
Corruption of the times, but a Rem- 
nant reſerved ( through grace ) which 
bowed nov the knee to Baal. 

3. Since the Beginning of the Refor- 
mation, many of the Church-mcmbers 
. (by the power of the Gofpel)reiormed 
to a new eſtate of vitible Saints,and the 
fundamentall corruptions in Doariae 
and worſhip were purged away, and 
both of chem ſo renued as that the pi e- 
ſence and power of Chritt was diicern- 
ed in the face of the Ordinances. And 
tor the Government, though it give nox 
being(but wel-being to Churches. yet) 
It hath alſo been growing more and 
more into better order unto thi: day. 
In ſo much thay Proteſtant Churckes 
have renounced fellowſhip with Anti- 
chrift and his Churches, and have ſepa- 
rated from them in Do&rine, Worſhip, 
and Government:which if it reach not

they grew up to yeares,the one mocked 
- "at the Heire of the Covenant, and the 
other deſpiſed the Birth-right of the 
Covenant ; and fo the one was caſt cut, 
and the other withdrew himſelfe from 
the fcllowſhip of the Church, and both 
of them deprived their children of Cir- 
eurmcifion. But ſuch is not the Caſe here 
of theſe we iprake of ; bur rather they 
are like rhe Seed of the Iſraelites, who 
though many of them were not (in- | 
cerely godly,yet whilft rhey held forth I 
the publick Profeſſion of Gods People | 
( Deut. 26. 3. to 11.) and continued F 
under the wing of the Covenant and i 
ſubje&ion to the Ordinances ; They 
were ftill accounted an boly Seed(Ezr.g, 
2, )and fo their childcen were Parta- 
kers of Circumciſion. Yea further though 
themſelves were ſometimes kept from 
the Lords Supper ( the Paſſeover ) for 
ſome or other uncleanneſs,yet tha de» 
barred g®t their children from Circum- 
eiſton. 

Apainft this, may it not ſeeme vaine 
to ſtand upon a Difference between the 
Church of 1jfrael and our Churches of 
the New Teſtament, in that theirs was

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a Nationall Church, and ours Congrega- 
tional ? For the ſame Covenanc which 
God mzde with the Nationall Charch

Thar *cis a very convenient and de- 
firable thing for the Members of apar- 
ticular Congregation, to inhabit and 
dwcll as neer together as they may, in 
regard of their meeting together upon 
all occaſions, and of mutuall watch- 
fullneſſc over each other, and of ſpiri- 
euall helpfuineſic unto one another, is 
cafily granted by all : yet it will not 
therefore follow,that 'cis an unlawfull 
and diſorderly thing for them to have 
their Abiging and Reſidence in divers 
PrecinQs and Pariſhes. | 
Indeed 'cis true, that it hath been ac- 
counted by the Prelates and the Prela- 
tical! party, a very diſorderly and un- 
lawfull thing, and that which did ex- 
poſe to the greateſt of their (pirituall 
cenſares, for people ordinarily to goe 
to the Aﬀſemblies of Chriſtians out of 
their owne Porifh. But theic Account 
doth not make or prove jr to be o: 
neither doth it ſcem really and in trum 
to be ſo: For, | 
x The ConRitution of Parochial or

and Congregat: Churches. 
Pariſh Churches, is not of Divine, buc of 
humane Inftitution, and that too in 
the very darkeft times of Popery and 
Superſtition, viz. about 700 years ago, 
as learned Mr. Selder ( in his Book of 
Tythes, ch. 9.) ſeems ro intimate, So 
that although it may ſeem a diſorder, 
( in regard of that limitation of Pariſh- 
es ) for the Pariſhioners of one place 
to joyne themſelves unto the Church 
Aſſemblies in another z yer not in re- 
gard of any thing appearing to the 
contrary from the Scripture, which is 
the rule for Chriftians to walk by, e- 
ſpecially in matters belohgivg to 
Church- Adminiſtration. and Govern« 
ment. Neither will it (1 ſuppoſe) be 
afirmed by any intelligent Chriftian 
( who underſtanding in any meaſare 
the trae Nature ofa particular Church ) 
that Pariſh-bounds are the confticuting 
cauſe of a particular Church or Con- 
gregation 3 for it cannot be maintain» 
ed that every individuall perſon living 
in ſuch a Pariſh bounds, is therefore a 
Member of that Church there, except 
It can be proved, chat profeſſed Turks, 
or Jewes, or Indians ( who through 
providence may be brought into the 
Land,

ſame Pariſh bounds with them : and 
alſe for particg]ar perſons to be neccſli- 
rated to be of this or that particular 
Congregation,in fellowſhip with ſuch 
Members, and undcr the Miniftry of 
ſuch a man, which they cannot find fo 
ſuicable to cheir ſpirics, and fo profi- 
table for their ſpirituall edification, as 
ſome others, which may not be far off 
frem them. And whereas jt may fall 
out ( which poſlibly may come in here 
as 


as an ObjeQion ) that the Minifter,un- 
der whom a man liveth, is caken away 
by death, and another one called into 
his place and Office by the generality 
of the Church, who may be as unſuita- 
ble unto the Spicit of this or that Bro- 
cher,as the Miniſter of the Pariſh where 
he dyyells, or as any other, ſhall nor be 
bound to ſubmit to the choice of the 
Church, or muſt the Church ſuſpend 
their choice upon the Negative vote of 
any one Brother? Jn ſuch a caſe 'cis 
lawfull for that diffenting Brother, 
who cannot call ſuch a man to be his 
Minifter, nor owne him as his Paſtour 
or Teacher, to defire a Letter of diſmil- 
fon to ſome other Church and Officer, 
whom he can more freely and com- 
fortably cloſe in his ſpirie wichall, and 
I ſuppoſe that Church, wich whom he 
hath fellowſhip ar the preſent,is bound 
to yield unto his cquall and juſt deſire, 
that «ſo they may pare in aloving and 
brocherly manner. We doe generally 
allow every ſervant ſo much liberty 
for his outward comfort and advan - 
tage, a8 to chooſe his owne Mafter, in 
whoſe Family, and under whoſe Go- 
vernmenc end in{p:Rion he isco wy, 
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and why ſhould not Chriſtians alſo 
( being made free-men by Chrift) have 
as much liberty for their fpiricuall 
eomforrt and cditcation, to chole the 
particular Church under whoſe teach- 
ing and inſpe&ion they are co abide: 
And why elfe hath the Lord (out of 
| his infinite poodnefſe and wiledome ) 
given out diverſity of gifts to divers 
of his Servants in che Miniftry, bur to 
ſoice che varicty of ſpirits and diſpoſj- 
tions in his people ? Every lock not 
agreeing with every key ; as our Reve- 
rend Author was wont to expreſs him- 
ſelfe, ſpeaking of this very thing. 

3 Experience doth alſo teſtifie , de 
| Jai, that ſuch a courſe is poflible to 
be uſed and praftiſed without making 
ſuch diſorder and confuſion, as is con- 
ceived by ſome: For notwithftanding 
it be praiſed by ſome Churches (not 
onely Congregationall, but Presbyteriall 
alſo, and Claffcall) to have their Mem- 
bers ſcattered up and down in ſeverall 
Precin&s or Pariſhes, yet there have not 
any ſuch confufion and diſorder fol- 
lowed thereupon : as we have ſeen by 
che conftant praftice of our Brethren 
In the Congregations both of che wm 

an 
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and French here amongft us in England, 
as viz. in Londsn, Norwich, Canterbury, 
C-lcheſter, ard in ſuch ocher places 
where they doe inhabic ; who although 
they be 4{[perſed throughout the Ci- 
ties and Townes where chey live, yet 
acenot thought, nor ever-were by any 
( except poſſibly by ſome of the Lordly 
Prelates, who out of their ſuperſtitious 
zeale did ferk to undermine and dif- 
ſolve their Congregations ) to be any 
occaſion of diſorder and confufion by 
their Meeting together in their holy 
Aſſemblies, from all parts of the Cities 
and Townes where they dwell. And 
why might not the like liberty be al- 
lowed unco the Engliſh themſelves, 
without any juft feare of diſorder 
thereby ? There ſeems nothing but cu- 
flome againft ir, for had ic been bus the 
praQice and courſe of the Engliſh, as it 
hath beerie of che other, certainly is 
would not be accounted more diſor- 
derly then theirs is. 

Onely if ( while che divihon by Pa- 
riſhes doe continue) men doe allow 
and contribute, not onely toward the 
Poor, but alſo coward the Preaching 
of the word in their ſeverall Pariſhes, = 
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wH 'Of the jon of Porfbyter: $c. 
that and: may be diſpenſed all the 
Land over, I ſhould nor gainſay it, az 1 
ſuppoſe the brerhcen both of the French 
and Dutch have been wont to doe, in 
the ſeverall Pariſhes where chey live. 
Finally, Bretbren be of one mind, live 
is Peace, and the God of Love and 
Peace ſball be with you. 
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
